"And I guarantee that the fit- 
tie effort it takes wffl more than 
be repaid when a volunteer visits 
s shut-in and sees, the smile on 
his face," Mrs. deCreny said.

PEMBROKE — Seaboard Citi- 
zens National Bank has received 
permission to locate a new branch 
office in the US-million* Pem- 
broke Square Shopping Center. 

This announcement was made 
last weak by Bank President J. 
Hoge Tyler .HI. 

The bank had requested per- 
mission for the branch early tut 
month from Controller of the cur- 
rency, James J. Saxon. 

To be buUt on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, this mammouth shop- 
ping center will offer one-half 
million square feet of floor space 
encompassing some 40 retail 
stores and 5,000 parking spaces. 

Tyler stated that present Sea- 
board plans call for opening the 
new office to a temporary Struc- 
ture by Mjd.1964. The center it-, 
self iwgfc scheduled tor comple- 
tion until 1865, although Sears 
Roebuck tad Company, which 
will be a part of the shopping 
mall, anticipates a much earlier 
completion of its own new build- 
ing \ 

A bank spokesman staled that 
tentative plans call for Seaboard, 
Bank to be the major tenant to a pand 
proposed multi-Story office build- 
ing, which will ; be part of this 
new retail complex. The Pem- 
broke Office will be a full-sise 
branch and will offer all of the 
regular Seaboard services, in- 
cluding drive-up tellers. 

The branch bank and shopping 
center will be located at the inter- 
section of Independence and Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevards, the en- 
trance area to Pembroke Manor 
Homes. 

Application for the new Sea- 
board Office, follows the bank's 
previously announced plans to 
merge with the Farmers Bank of 
Holland, Virginia. Seaboard re- 
cently completed their merger 
with the Farmers Bank of Nanse- 
mond in Suffolk and plan to start 
construction of new buildings to 
both Holland and Suffolk during

does 1964 have in store for Vir- 
ginia Beach? The Sen-News asked 

a number of civic, business and 

government leaders this question 
and the picture compiled from 
their answers is rosy and optim- 
istic marred only by a few fore- 
seeable problems. 

The main concern still centers, 
around the school situation, with 
the continuing population exob 
sion, and the city's growing traf- 
fic problems. Last year was a hec- 
tic and tragic one for both of 
these areas and though 1984 may 
prove better than expected cer- 
tainly the records show no indi- 
cations of relief. The schools wUi 
realize some easing because of 
present construction but this will 
be short-lived as the year wears 
on. There are no signs of improve- 
ment in the traffic congestion and 
traffic fatalities may well surpass 
the 1939 total of 38. w . 

But in all other areas, the year 
promises to be the biggest ever. 
Opening of the bridge-tunnel is, 
of course, the most promising fac- 
tor and its influence is expected 
to be felt in economy, building, 
tourism and in all vital elements 
of the growing resort city. 

Because of the busy holiday 
schedule, many of the govern- 
ment leaders could not be reached 
for prediction comments, but the 
Sun-News reprints here a repre- 
sentative number of such state- 
ments.

There will be some relief in the 
school situation in 1964, because 
of the completion of facilities now 
under construction, ' but it will 
only be a temporary measure. 
Pupil-wise, we will continue to in- 
crease at the current rate of 
3,000 or better each year. This 
will necessitate 115-120 more 
classrooms to take care of them. 
We anticipate no lessening of this 
increase. It might even be in- 
creased, based on information we 
have from projects now in the 
planning stop. There will be no 
marked easing of obtaining a suf- 
ficient staff. We will need 125- 
150 additional teachers and our 
source of supply is not increasing. 
Also, sufficient funds win be 
needed. This U a legislative year, 
which gives us a great-deal of 
concern. Appropriations will be 

enough to continue our present 
program and still progress toward 
quality education. Additio n al 
buildings and teachers are prob- 
lems that will be with us for many 
years and I see* no curtailment 
of these problems," - ,

Studying is rarely a pleasant prospect, and studying for exams

Working with 
numbers and figures may or may not be your idea of fun, but re- 
gardless of what you do in life you will have to use them. As for 
subjects like chemistry, the formulas may be too much— unless you 
learned your algebra but knowing the whys of what makes things 
tick can be fascinating in itself. 

As far as studying for a course at exam time is concerned, you 
witt probably find it easier to do 3 you try to make sense out of 
what you are studying. • 

The things I have mentioned so far may not help you m every 
case, but have you ever found that suddenly after you studied a 
great deal on a subject, all the individual little bite of information 
f ell together and made sense? 

To get the most from what you are studying, you need to con- 
stantly keep up with what you are learning each day in class by 
reading your text. Then too, learn to detect what is most important 
to learn. It usually does not require much brainpower to figure out 
that your idea of what Is important to know most be the same as 
your teacher's if you are going to do well on tests! 

Dont kid yourself, studying me ans concentration, concentra- 
tion means no alstraetions by anything eke. Studies have proven 
Oat you cannot conc en tr ate on anything if there is constant changr 
ing noise around you. So watching television programs and study- 
nag tat dart mix.

Research also indicates that you team better rf you discover 
what your attention span is. You know— -how lorn you can keep 
vour mind on vrhat yw are supposed to he stuuVing. Perhaps an 
hour is all the toneer you can last or mavbe if is ly? hours before 
you find vour mind wanderinsr. Reaardless of the time, the, best 
thing to do is to take a break, and leave studvine alone for a 
while. Then come back to it whh your mind refreshed.

VIRGINIA BEACH— Polio protection oil a sugar cube wkl 
be offered again this Sunday as residents go to 19 clinics mroughout 
the city to get their second feeding of the necessary two doses of 
the Satin Oral Polio Vaccine,

ginia Beach cUnics, the vaccine 
will be offered at 16 additional 
locations In the Tidewater area. 
Doctors and Bursas at each clin- 
ic will handle die diapenatng of 
the sugar cube with two drop* of 
vaccine on each cube per 
Babies will take the vac- 
out of a medicine dropper. 
As with the initial mass immu- 
nitatlon, which saw the vaccine 
edsnintoWod to approximately 
958,000 people, Tidewater re*, 
dents of ail ages are urged to take

the vaccine. It is not recommend- 
ed for 1 infants under six weeks 

For these who did not take the 
first dose during the November 
10th immunisation program, there 
is no problem— they may come to 
any one of the feeding stations 
Sunday to take their first dees. 
There is no additional mass im- 
munization program planned for 
the area, so those who take their 
first dose Sunday will have to 
complete their immunization later 
through their own personal physi- 
cians. 

The mass immunization pro- 
gram in Norfolk, Portsmouth, 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach is 
again being sponsored by the Nor- 
folk County Medical Society, the 
Virginia Beach Medical Society 
and the Purtsmouth Academy of 
Medicine. 

Again there will be a 50cent 
charge for the vaccine but those 
unable to pay will not be turned 
away. 

In Virginia Beach the feeding 
stations will be located at the fol- 
lowing public schools: Creeds, 
jKellam, Seaboard, Kempsville 
Junior High, Woodstock, Union 
Kempsville, Lynnhaven, Virginia 
i Beach High, linkhorn Park, Cox, 
Trantwood, Kinp Grant, Princess 
Anne High, Luxf ord, Pembroke,, 
Thoroughgood, Bayside, Seatack 
and Betty Williams. 



Future Tolls 
On Beach Road* 
Announced 

VSSGHNfA REACH — Toll 
charges for automobiles using the 
future Norfolk Virginia Beach toil 
road will range from 10 cents 
to ascents, depending on how far 
they are traveling, but rates for 
trucks will range up to 50 cents, 
according to the Highway Depart- 
ment. 

The route will collect the charg- 
es at a main toll plaza at Ken-. 
tucky Ave. in Rosemont and at 
supplementary toll stations si 
Chinese Corner, Independence 
Boulevard and Lynnhaven. 

Tolls for cars will be 10 cents 
at the supplementary stations and 
35 cents at the main plaza. The 
Highway Department said Tues- 
day the stations would be ar- 
ranged so that no oar would pay 
more than 26 cents. 

Passenger cars beading east 
from Norfolk toward Virginia 
Beach will pay 10 cents if they 
leave the toll road at Chinese 
Corner or Independence Boule- 
vard. They will pay 26 cents if 
they continue on the toll road 
through the main plaza and will 
pay no more whether they leave 
it at Lynnhaven or continue to 
Virginia Beach 

Cars that enter the toll road 
eastbound from Chinese Corner 
or Independence Boulevard will 
pay nothing until they cross the 
main plaza. But if they enter 
westbound, they will pay 10 cents. 

ft will cost 10 cento each for 
cars that travel on toe toll road 
between Lynnhaven and Virginia 
Beach. Travel westoound from 
toany port on the toll

1 rob them. 

So, in designing his home, he 
had his living room seated it a 
two-story height with the en- 
trance from the Kip level. One 
two-story tell waH has become 
his gallery, and is a constant 
source of pleasure to the owner 
and his guests. It flanks an open 
stair system which leads to the 
living floor level. 

The wall was built of four- 
inch wide west coast hemlock 
flooring, tongue-and-groove pat- 
tern, and it was finished in clear 
plastic which brings out the 
warm, soft champagne color of 
the wood. 

The effect is startling, a beau- 
tiful, warm wall and yet one of 
such soft colors that it builds up 
the paintings. The wall has no 
pattern. It can be applied directly 
to a Mud wall, if it is a new home 
under construction, or it can be 
affixed to an old wall by merely 
leveling me wall with one-by-two 
inch furring strips which also 
make a good nailing surface.

HABEAS CORPUS-CORPUS DELICTI 

Two legal phrases which arc probably mors misunderstood and 
misused by laymen lhan any other are "habeas floreus" and "corpus 
delicti." 

The word* habeas corpus are Latin fcr "you have the body" 
They are commonly used in the legal profession to describe a writ 
or order signed by the judge directed to the sheriff or jailer holding 
a prisoner or to any person who is physically detaining another, and 
commanding him to produce the body (ajuve) of *e prisoner (or 
person detained) before the judge. The purpose of such an order is 
to allow the judge, to determine whether the prisoner is being held 
lawfully or whether he should be set free, 

' The writ of habeas corpus prevents law enforcement officers 
from abusing the constitutional right of personal liberty and has 
been a jealously guarded privilege. 

The words "corpus delicti" are Latin, and, liberally translated, 
mean the elements of the crime or wrongdoing. Laymen incorrectly 
interpret corpus delicti as meaning liberally "the body," as in a 
murder case. 

Speaking technically in a legal sense, corpus delicti is that 
which must be proved in every criminal case. Such proof must show 
that an unlawful act has been committed and that it has been com- 
mitted by a human agency. The mere finding of a dead body or a 
burning building does not mean\that there is murder on the one 
hand or arson on the other. To prove murder, it must be shown 
that fte death was unlawfully caused oy a human agency. Contrary 
to popnlar belief murder can be proved even though the body cannot 
be found. In the case of the burning building, it must be shown that 
the* building was unlawfully set on fire by a human agency. 

To sum up then, habeas corpus is a writ designed to prevent 
the unlawful detention or imprisonment of any person, Corpus 
delicti, on the other hand, literally means the body of the crime, or, 
in general, the substance of crime. •

There even will be a rare por- 
trait of the Indian Princess Po- 
cahontas who is famous for sav- 
ing the life of Captain John Smith. 
For Shakespeare's own picture, 
t 1923 First Folio of his plays 
will show the celebrated engrav- 
ing that is considered to be his 
most authentic likeness, 

It is possible that Shakespeare 
admired one of the pieces of sil- 
ver, the so-called Falstaff Cup. 
Tradition says R was used by the 
vestrymen of a London church 
who met at the Boar's Head Ta- 
vern.. Shakespeare is believed to 
have seen it when he frequented 
the tavern." 

Other objects in the display 
will include colorful maps of the 
New World and a copy of Wil- 
liam Strachey's first-person nar- 
rative of a wreck of a Virginia- 
bound ship on the Bermudas. 
Strachey's story probably inspired 
"The Tempest." 

Outstanding among the furni- 
ture in the exhibition wUl be the 
traveling library case of the fam- 
ily of Francis Bacon. 

There also will be a group of 
miniature portraits, considered 
among the finest exemplea of 
Elizabethan art. * . 

The famous houses and build- 
ings of Shakespear's world will be 
illustrated in a special section of 
the display, 

"It is especially fitting that Vir- 
ginia should provide the first 
American stage for a major 
Shakespearean event in vn*.

One of the incest gifts to make 
a holiday more festive and mean- 
ingful is a blooming plant. Such 
plants have a long bloom period 
and with proper care many can be 
made to bloom again for several 
seasons. 

Since many plant gifts were re- 
ceived Chriistmas, I want to dis- 
cuss today the care of these 
plants. 

There are 4 basic items to con- 
skier in giving the plant proper 
treatment: 

Give them full sun 

Keep Temperature cool 

Keep out of drafts 

Keep soil moist, but not soggy 

PoirueMU 

The poinaetUa, native to Mex- 
ico, is a traditional Christmas 
plant. Red-flowered forms are 
most popular but whites and 
pinks, as well as semi-doubles, 
are also available. The showy, 
colored structures we call flowers 
are actually bracts. The flowers 
are the yellow parts tucked in the 
center of each whirl of bracts. 

Strive for uniform tempera- 
tures in the 80' to 75*F range^ 
and always reduce- the thermo- 
stat setting at night. Place the 
poinsettia where it gets bright 
ligh and where the air is not too 
dry. Take it out of the window at

Poinsettias are sensitive plants. 
Drafts, too cool or too warm tem- 
peratures, sudden temperature 
changes, dry atmosphere, im- 
proper watering, dim light, etc., 
can cause loss of elaves and with 
ering of bracts. 

1 The poinsettia Is one of the 
most difficult plants to get to re- 
bloom successfully, but U probab- 
ly the one most often attempted. 
Keep it actively growing until 
March. Gradually reduce the wa- 
ter supply end then store in a 
cool, airy place until May. Do not 
let the plant dry out in storage. 
In May, cut it back to 3" to $" 
and start growth by watering and 
moving into a warm sunny win- 
dow. As soon as the temperature 
stays above 60T at night move, 
outside into light shade. Pinch 
back each shoot once during the 
summer for a well-shaped plant. 

When cool nights, start in late 
August, bring your plant inside 
to a warm, sunny window. This 
is a critical time if you are *to 
achieve a successful Christmas 
bloom. A poinsettia is a photo- 
period respondes"; thai is, . the 
length of darkness from sunset 
to sunrise tells this, plant when 
|p flower, ft flowers when the 
days are quite short and the 
nights are long, ordinarily in Feb- 
ruary in the home. To get your 
plant to flower before Christmas, 
you must provide artificially 
short days. From 5:00 p.m. to 8 
a.m. cover the plant with a light- 
tight box or put it in a dark clo- 
set. If this treatment is started Oo 
tober I o 15. tr-* bracts should be 
showing color \ y Thanksgiving 
for Christmas bloom After this, 
the treatment can be discontinued. 
After October 1. night temoers- 
ture muitnot fall below 60°F. 
Do no turn 1 thts on near the 
plant sinee this '''lays flowering 
just as sunlight does. 

Christmas Cactus 

This plant requires cool tem- 
peratures in the fall to'develoo 
buds for the desired bloom. It 
is not a typical cactus, and re- 
quires as much water as any 
other house plant. After it stops 
blooming, keep it in a cool, sunny 
window. Put it out in the sum- 
mer in light shade and leave it 
there as long as possible in the 
fall. If you must bring it in before 
October 1, leave it In a cool light j 
area.. Bring it to a sunny window 
as soon as buds start to show. If 
your buds start to drop, it is an 
indication of 1 of 3 things: U) 
The plant may need re-potting; 
(2) The temperature may be too 
high; or <3) The light intensity 
may be too low. This plant sel- 
dbm flowers when temperature is 
above 75 °F. 

Cyclamen 

The cyclamen is an attractive 
plant for the Christmas or early 
winter holidays. It is usually pur- 
chased with several flowers and 
buds in all stages of development. 
For an extended color display 
give it good light but cool condi- 
tions <501F at night and 60 to 
65°F during the day) and plenty 
of humidity. To help maintain 
humiditv, fill a large plate or 
broad, shallow pan with water. Set 
the cyclamen on an inverted dish 
just out of- the water. This 
plant requires plenty of water 
and good drainage. Keep water 
out of the foliage crowns. Hand- 
led,, in this way, a welllbudded 
specimen continues blooming for 

2 to 3 months. 

After the plant stops, blooming, 
gradually reduce the amount" of 
water and leave it dry. Remove 1 
the corm from the soil and stors 
it in sand, peat moss, or vermi- 
culite to keep it from drying out. 
Store the corm in the basement 
at 50°. In June, re-pot in new soil 
mixture of 1 parrdeat moss, 1 
part garden soil, .and 1 part sand. 
Be sure to keep the Upper half 
of the corm above the soil sur- 
face to help prevent rotting. 
Start watering in about 3 weeks. 
Move the plant outside to a shady 
place. Beigre frost, move the cy- 
clamen inside to a cool, sunny^ 
window. The blooms will not be as 
large as the first year, but there 
should be as many. 
Azaleas 

Any home is brightened by the 
azaleas' strikingly beautiful flow- 
ers in various patterns in shades 
of pink, rose, red, crimson or- 
chid, and white. They require

need watering as often as twice 
a day. Frequent syringing of the 
leaves prevents severe shedding 
when the azaleas are first bright 
into the home's dry atmosphere. 
Remove the flowers as soon as 
they have faded. Keep your azal- 
eas in a sunny window and pinch 
back new growth until it is warm 
enough to plant outside. In the 
fall, bring inside but keep it in 
temeperature as low as 45 to 50°F 
until the buds start to swell. This 
cool period is necessary for bud 
development. Light is necessary 
during storage to prevent the 
plant from losing its leaves. Then 
bring it into a light, cool, 80*F 
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To prevent thia 
gether the tops of 
greens where there am moltfpie 
stems. After a snow storm, shake 
or brush off the snow aa soon as 
possible. Snow followed by rain 
or sleet may be especially daapr* 
ous because of the 
weight. Twigs and limbs 
increasingly brittle u 
ture falls. Therefore, be extremely 
careful in trying to knock tee off 
stems and branches. Prep snow 
or ice laden branches. When 
shoveling snow, be careful not 
to throw rt on tew, ornamental 
plants. Its extra weight may 
cause limb splitting, Carefully re- 
move drifted snow from around 



room. If the soil-dries out during the lower branches of 



this time the buds may drop 
.Winter Pruning 

Light pruning of needled ever- 
greens and broadleaf evergreens 
may be done now to keep the 
plants from getting any larger. 
Many people prune at this time 
of the year to make use of their 
clippings for indoor decoration. 

Boxwood often needs to be 
thinned. It can be done at this 
season as well as any other. It 
is important to prune boxwood 
for these reasons: 

L To keep the plant the desired 
size. 

2. To improve the appearance 
and condition of a plant which is 
thin at the top. 

3. To develop a strong frame- 
work against damage from snow 
a"hd wind.. 

Further detaUs on the pruning 
of boxwood may be found hi Cir- 
cular 503, "Bexwood in Virginia", 
and this can be gotten from my 
office. 

. Fi reproofing Evergreens 

A question often asked is: What 
method or materials can be used 
•to fireproof evergreens used in 
wreaths or other Christmas decor- 
ations? A formula for fireproof- 
ing material is to mix 1 gallon of 
warm water, 1 cup Boric acid 
powder, and 1J4 cups Borax. Dip 
evergreens in solution, or spray 
until well covered. 

Snow Damage to 
Ornamental Shrubs 

Branches of ornamental plants 
laden with heavy snow may be 
easily broken by excessive weight. 



and broadleaf evergreens, fts 
weight may be enough to break 
some stems. 

Rabbit Damag* 

During periods of heavy snow, 
ornamentals may be injured fey 
rabbits, mice, or other hungry 
animals gnawing the young, ten- 
der bark. If this is apt to be a 
problem, place a 3' cylinder of 
V hardware cloth or window 
screening around the trunk with 
the lower edge at least an Inch 
below the ground. Remove heavy 
snow around toe guarded trees 
because these tiny animals can 
walk on the top of it and eat 
the bark above the wire. 

Dwarf fruit trees, dogwoods, 
pyracantha, cotoneaster, maples, 
and some needle evergreens are 
likely to be eaten by these creat- 
ures. 

The Living Christmas Tree 

Many* homeowners enjoyed a 
living Christmas tree during the 
holiday season, and desire tor it 
to serve as. a year-round interest 
plant in the yard. 

After the Christmas season it 
over, the tree can be planted at 
the edge of the vegetable garden 
if it is to remain outdoors perman- 
ently, then it should be incorpor- 
ated into the general landscape 
plan. It could be used aa a focal 
point and add year-round interest** 

The bee must be inspected and, 
if attacked by insects, sprayed 
against damage. It must be pruned 
and trimmed and in some instan- 
ces, fertilised this spring to devet 
op a better color.

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Courses In Tax 
Law Offered 

The Hampton Roads Center an- 
nounces that a course in Federal 
Income Tax Law will be offered 
this winter by the University of 
Virginia's Hampton Roads Center 
tor residents in the Norfolk-Vir- 
ginia Beach area. 

The course is designed to ap- 
prize the student of current in- 
come tax laws and their applica- 
tion in order that better and more 
sophisticated decisions may be 
made with respect to these saws. 
During this particular period each 
year the citizenry becomes con- 
cerned and perplexed relative to 
matters of income taxes, espec- 
ially as they apply to the individ- 
ual, his business, or his profes- 
sional ventures. Questions such as, 
how d6 federal income tax laws 
and regulations apply to depre- 
ciation, investments, deductions, 
gifts and contributions, estimated 
income, medical expenses, capital 
gains, exemptions are common 
areas of concern or interest. 

The course consists of a general 
study of federal income tax struc- 
ture and latest regulations. Types 
of returns, incomes, deductions 
and exemptions are discussed, 
and model tax returns may be pre- 
pared and studied. A portion of 
each session will be devoted to 
questions and problems presented 
by class members. » 

Classes will meet on Tuesdays, 
beginning January 21 at 7:30 p.m. 
at Princess Anne High School 
The course is scheduled for ten 
weeks and the last class will be 
held on March 24, 1964. Each 
class meets, for two hours. The 
cost of the course is $25.00.

He does this when 
he assembles the figures for his 
Federal Income tax return. 

The two tea: forma for tbe self- 
employed are Schedule C, for 
business or professional work and 
Schedule F for farm or agricul- 
tural income. The Social Security 
Aaminatrftion is concerned with 
some of the information contained 
on these tax forms. By law any 
self-emptoyed paeon who nets 
over f«0 per year must report 
this income for 'social security 
purposes and pay the social secur- 
ity tax in addition to the income 
tax payable. And it is on the basil 
of these repcrta that the self-em- 
ployed person earns his social 
security credit, 

Tbe Social Security Administra- 
tion urges all self-employed peo- 
ple to complete their 1963 tax 
returns before the April IS dead- 
line.

Her father was Joe Coca, Phila- 
delphia orchestra leader. 

Her mother, Sadie Brady, once 
worked with Thurston, the magi- 
cian. 

When abe was eight, lmogene 
wrote, produced and sold tickets 
for school plays, and she usually 
got the best role. In her first ap- 
pearance she was clad in while 
for her portrayal of "an evil 
germ." 

Sh appeared in vaudeville at 
nine as a tap dancer, and has been 
in show business ever since. Be- 
tween performing in comedy, tap, 
ballet, and acrobatic dancing, she 
attended high school, but did not 
graduate. 

She got her big break by acci- 
dent. 

U was cold in New York's Ful- 
ton Theatre where she was wait- 
ing to rehearse a ballet scene for 
"New Faces of 1934". She bor- 
rowed a man's overcoat much too 
large (it belonged to Henry Fonda, 
then also unknown.) She tried to 
get warm— failed, to started 
Jumping and dancing like a Rag- 
gedy-Ann doll. 

Producer (Leonard SiUman saw 
her. 

"Don't stop, lmogene,** he said. 
'Tm putting that in the show". 
So she Ncaro* * commedierme 
instead of a ballerina. She went 
-on to other shows, some weeeases, 
others flops. In 1939 she appeared 
in Max yeoman's production, 
"Straw Hat Revue." During sum- 
mers the worked in Liebman pro- 
ductions at Taraanent Ledge, Po- 
cono Mountains, Pennaylvania. 

She wis an overnight success 
wtth her comedy routines in New 
York's fashionable East Side night 
spots. Then Max Liebman offered 
her a spot on Ms 1949 TV show 
"Broadway Revue". Here aha mat 
IW Caesar, a promising young 
new-comer on the show, and to- 



gether they evolved the first of 
their classic sketches— a panto- 
mine about a boy taking his girl 
to the movies. 

In 1950 lmogene and Sid team- 
ed in their famous NBC-TV "Your 
Show of Shows" which brought 
raves from the critics and audi- 
ences. 

It took Iomgene Con 16 years 
-to achieve fame, stardom and for- 
tune. But she aUaeoverd the glit- 
ter was not what she dreamed it 
would be. She and Caesar began 
rehearsals immediately after each 
performance. They practiced rou- 
tines from morning to night. 

"Whn I started in show busi- 
ness," lmogene laments, "I 
thought stardom meant a big 
home, a chauffeur, closets of 
clothes, long vacations. I find I 
don't even have time to buy a new 
hat." 

Miss Coca is married to actor 
King Donovan, and they divide 
their time between homes in New 
York and Hollywood.

Mrs. Henderson was concerned when ahe found that the fox had 
a bandaged leg, so she brought it to the Sun-News to hopes that the 
readers could solve the mystery. 

Perry said he had captured the fox about three years ago in a 
trap set for racoons. He is a great animal lover and enjoys the chal- 
lenge of training wild animals. He later caught a raccoon, which he 
still has, and the two wild animals became close friends of his Ger- 
man shepherd dog, 

One of the dogs that killed the fox was a Gorman shepherd, 
which probably accounts for the animal's inability to escape its

The time for iopdressing all 
small grain for grain and pasture 
is from ^February 1 to March 15. 
Many feel February 15 is the best 
date for Virginia Beach. 

A. Small Grain Followed by Soy- 
beans: 

1. If small grain was fertilized 
last fall at seeding with comolete 
fertilizer with as much as 75 to 
90 pounds of phosphate and po- 
tash on a medium reading anal- 
ysis you generally should not need 
additional P & K. However, you 
will need 40 to 50 lbs. of Nitrogen 
per acre if for grain and 50 to 60 
if for grazing. 

2. If small grain did not re- 
ceive any P & K at seeding time 
you should fertilize the soybeans 
by applying 40 to 50 pounds of 
N. P. & K on small grain. Thus, 
for example, 400 to 500 pounds 
of 10-10-10 per acre. 

B. Small Grain Not to be follow- 
ed by Soybeans: 

1. For soils of medium fertility 
as indicated by soil test, 40 to 50 
pounds N. whether fertilized in 
fall or not. If soil K reading is 
low, you may wish to use 14-0-14. 
Otherwise N alone will be most 
economical. 

C. General Comments: 

1. The above recommendations 
are based on Medium soil test for 
P & K. If desirable in your situ- 
ation to use P & K, adjust P & K

For high P A K reading 
on soil analysis adjust recommen- 
dations downward. Keep N the 
same. 

2. On extremely fertile, black 
organic soils, reduce nitrogen to 
30 to 40 lbs. per acre. Even less if 
lodging is expected. 

3. Under normal conditions, you 
can expect little if any response 
to P & K applied in spring due to 
insufficient tune. On low K read- 
ing you can expect some response 
toK. 

4. Watch your fertilizer econom- 
ics. 

5. If small grain is to be fol- 
lowed by soybeans, apply P*K 
by soil sample analysis only. 

6. Remember past performance 
of the field, i.ie., response to N, 
lodging, etc. 

7. You can get, individual rec- 
ommendations from this office by 
request. We can work together to 
derive the most economical fer- 
tilization methods based upon 
your conditions, soils, and general 
management methods. 

II. Controlling Garlic in Wheat 
Wild onion and garlic can be 

controlled by applying 2, 4-D in 
ester form. Use % to 1 pound of 
active ingredient in 20 gallons of 
water per acre. 

Apply spray in early spring 
when small grain is 4-7" tall. Make 
sure, grain is fully tillered (stooled) 
and has not begun to joint. 

Wait 1-2 weeks after treating 
before seeding clover or lespe- 
deza. 

III. Controlling other Weeds in 
Small Grain 

One half pound of 2, 4-D in 20 
gallons of watar per acre will 
control buttercup, cockle, curly 
dock seedlings hairy vetch, rag- 
ged robin, wild mustard, wild 
turnip, winter cress, and winter 
peas. Follow same general direc- 
tions as listed below. 

For German Moss, chickweed, 
and berbit use 2 pounds of DNBP 
(amine) in 30 gallons of water per 
acre. This material is available as 
Sinox PiE. or Premerge. 

Apply as soon as possible. Re- 
duce rate if temperatuure is above 
70°F. on the day of spraying.

SOIL SAMPLING 

I have found that one of the 
management tools most often ov- 
erlooked by farmers is the samp- 
ling of their soil for analysis to be 
used as a guide for fertilization. 
We hardly ever lime without a 
sample, but most often farmers 
fertilize without sampling. 

From an economic standpoint, 
farmers spend about $3.00 per 
year on lime and up to $60.00 per 
year on some crops for fertilizer. 
If you need a sample for a 13.00 
cost item, it certainly seems like- 
ly that sampling is needed for a 
$20.00 to $30.00 corn fertilizer 
cost. 

I have soil sampling tubes in my 
office to loan you, plus the sample 
boxes. Now is an awfully good 
time to take samples during the 
slow season. You certailly want 
to take them prior to making your 
fertilizer order this year.

Since Norfolk doctors diag- 
nosed what appeared to be an 
eye infection as sarcoma cancer 
of the bone last May, Mrs. Messin- 
eer and her son have traveled to 
the Presbyterian Hospital's Insti- 
tute of Opthalmology in New York 
CMv every three months. 

The first trip necessitated a 5- 
week stay, during which time 
Rodney underwent extensive ra- 
diation treatments, reciving five 
doses a week over the five week 
period. The severe treatment cost 
Rodney the sight of his left eye, 
but his patents and doctors are 
hopeful teat it may prolong his 
lite. 

When the second and third 
trips were made in September 
and December, the baby recebred 
only a minimum amount of treat- 
ment and tests. But ha parents 
never know what the next trip 
will bring. And March te rolling 
around terribly fast 

Rodney is the son of ehtef 
Petty Officer and Mrs. Charles E. 
Messinger. His father is stationed 
aboard the USS Randolph and he 
resides with his parents and two 
brothers, ages 16 and 7, in Coun- 
ty View Mobile Home Cowl 
Through the Medicare program, 

Rodney was delivered by a Har- 



folk pediatrician. The first six 
months of his life were pretty nor- 
mal. He was fat and chubby, the 
picture of health. Than he con- 
tacted the eye disorder and when 
he failed to respond to treatment, 
he was hospitalized. X-rays dis- 
closed a mass behind the left 
eye and a partial disintegration pt 
the bone and a biopsy suppoprted 



the ultimatum . . . Rodney had to 
have specialized care and treat- 
ment immediately. 

The Messingers left with him 
that day for New York > City. It 
was five weeks before Mrs. Mes- 
singer was able to bring her son 
home. 

The wave of tragedy that swept 
Rodney up came so. suddenly his

parents were unable to receive 
Navy medical assistance. Now 
there is no turning back. He must 
continue with the radium treat- 
ments if he is to survive and doc- 
tors say this may mean trips ev- 
ery thre months for the mot three 
to five yesrs. j 

Hie financial drain of such an 
illness is inconceivable to the av- 
erage person. The expenses of the 
New York treatments alone have 
already reached several thousand 
dollars and there is no relief In 
sight. 

The family has received as- 
sistance from Medicare, the Navy 
Relief Fund and the Virginia 
Beach Unit of the American Can- 
cer Society but these sources axe 
limited. 

The months and years that 
stretch ahead for the Messingers 
may be filled with pain and sor- 
row. Or they may be filled with 
ioy and laughter. But the family 
is not dwelling on either aspect 
at the present. Their only concern 
is to do the very best they can for 
Rodney and give him the "fight- 
ing chance" the doctors say he 
may have. 

Their neighbors in the mobile 
court have rallied to their aid 
when Mrs. Messinger has taken 
Rodney to New York. They keep 
the menfolk out of the kitchen 
with great suppplies of cooked 
food. And Mrs. Messineer's Sun- 
day School class at Kempsville 
Baptist Church has also helped 
ease the burdens. 

'Wo matter what happens, my 
husband and I want to know we 
have done all that is humanlvy 
possible for our son," Mrs. Mes- 
singer said, "I don't know how in 
the world we are going to do tt, 
but we are going to get, Rodney 
to New York every three months. 
We've got to. We just have faRb 
that we will snake it for as long 
as Rodney needs it."

sister too. . 

This week I have some suggestions for getting 

along with children. 

A sitter who has genuine love and affection Tor 
children is already well along the road to getting 
along with them. Nothing better enables a person 
to put himself in the infant's or child's place and 
thus understand and accept him. 

When a newborn baby's basic needs for warmth, 
support and rsounahment are met, he is also more 
iikaty to be emotk»a% healthy. The gentle care 
and cuddling, that most people can't help giving 
a baby anyway, go a long way in providing physi- 
cal and emxrtfooal security. 
„m, loo, need love and acceptance. Toddlers usually 
like cuddling almost as much as babies. Later, these demonstrative 
gestures of affection gradually should be replaced with more grown- 
up expressions of approval and acceptance. 

Though space does not permit covering it here, sitters will find 
it helpful to learn as much as possible about the various stages of 
child development. It helps explain why children tend to have certain 
interests and behave in certasa ways at different ages. Growing up 
and wanting to do for onesetf is often the basis for seemingly ag- 
gressive and unattractive behavior. Knowing in advance about these 
normal tendaocks better prepares the siaer to meet them when 

they arise. 

Many sitters report more difficulties with older chilcnen man 
wall babies and pre-achooiers. Some independent youngsters resent 
the idea of a sitter in the first place. Others are jealous of the time 
and attention necessarily given younger children. Sty I others, in the 
absence of parental authority, seem to make a game of getting by 
with whatever they can. A smart sitter will save herself tune and 
even grief by making friends with older youngsters on first acquain- 
tance. On ail assignments she should have definitaj plans for their 
amusement and accord them the dignity of their fwrtieular ages, 
Parents of cMdren who tend to be un coooe iati vc should dearly 
define Ae sitter's aumority to mem before leaving. 

At no time k a sitter's mature behavior more important than 
when a chMd "acts up." She wiU stay in control of the situation and 
be truly wormy of her charge tf she can remain calm, pefeed and 
objective, but firm. A childish sitter, whether sateen or sixty, will 
meet nothing hut frustration. One "baby" cannot care for another. 

How about you? Are you mature enough to take time to 
understand the actions of those younger man you.

Killed This Yr. 

A rough tabulation of reports 
received to date gives officials 
reason to believe that the Eastern 
Virginia deer kill exceeded 26,- 
000 animals in the season just 
ended. This would be just short 
of last year's record total of 28,- 
960 taken in "East of the Blue 
Ridge" counties. 

So far 24,000 Eastern kill tags 
have been returned and an esti- 
mated 2,000 phis are expected 
to come in. Adding the Western 
kill of 11,250 animals would put 
this year's total bag above 37.000 
deer, not much betow last year's 
record state total of 38,883. The 
only consistent factor apparent 
in the Eastern tag returns was a 
generally lower take on the larger 
public hunting areas.

Trapping Season 
Now Underway 

Trapping season in the Old 
Dominion which began Decem- 
ber 1 on most species is now in 
full swing. Aside from local ex- 
ceptions on foxes and raccoons, 
and a January 31 closing date 
on rabbit trapping, the trapping 
season will continue through 
March 10. About a thousand li- 
censed trappers take part in Vir- 
ginia's annual fur harvest, plus 
the many who trap on their own 
lands without a license. 

Although Virginia's trapping 
regulations are not too compli- 
cated, they are strictly enforced. 
A county or statewide trapping 
license is required except when 
the trapper confines his opera- 
tions to lands he owns or rents. 
Traps set on the property of 
others n|ust carry the nasfe and 
address of the trapper, and all 
traps must ** tended once each 
day to remove the trapped ani- 
mals. 

Squirrels and bears may not 
be trapped and rabbits may only 
be taken with box traps during 
the special season for this type 
of trapping. Prospective trappers 
are advised to consult the Sum- 
mary of Virginia Game Laws for 
detailed information on trapping 
seasons and regulations.

To the canal eye, aH dress shirts for men may took the same. 
However, there are dWerence*, Upon closer observation, Ac dif- 
ferences appear in fabric, style, fit, and cemtractkm detail 

A man needs a shirt wardrobe to haw change* for various 
occasions such as dress, business, leisure, and sports. 

Each new shirt should have a definite place in his wardrobe. 
Thb prevents hh-or-misa buying. 

Each shirt should be related to ha actmtSts, his tastes, and 
hU other wearing apparel 

Before purchasing a shirt, consider (he following points and 
decide the types of shku that fit needs to the wafttofe Abo, take 
time to shop, discover what is available on the market, and coin- 
pare prices. The price alone is not always aa'indtostion of quality. 

There are numerous fabrics used in shirts today; many are 
old favorites and others include a wide variety of wash-and-wear 
qualities. 

1. Broadctoth comes to various weights ami different qualities; 
the finest Ire made of a mercerized, combed cotton. 

2. Oxford doth is a heavier fabric than broadctoth and is made 
in a basket weave. It is soft and has a dull finish 

3, Chambray has colored warp threads and white crosswise 
threadr, it is a fatly balanced weave and a durable fabric. 

4, Madras k a fi nely ww e o, soft, plain or Jacquard-weave 
used for dress starts. A stripe runs to me lengthwise direction and 
patterns are woven to the background India of Weeding madras 
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3. Wash and wear fabrics 

* t. 109% cotton wul a resin finish. 

b. 100% cotton chemically modified 

c. Mewls of cotton and a synthetic fiber, 
d 100% synthetic fiber. 

There are many different styles of cottars, varying to shape, 
spread, aid slope. There h variation to the length of the points, and 
of style to the points, which may be rousjSod or pointed 
and the line of the collar can flatter the face.

Mens shirt sises are liven by sleeve length and seek circum- 
ference which is printed on the inside band of die collar. 

Collar — Sharp, perfectly-matched points. The toterfactog used 
to a good shirt is generally made of the same material as the body 
of the shirt. 

Sleeve — Top fold is straight with gram of material to pre- 
vent twisting, ft is wide enough at armhotes for freedom, gradually 
tapering toward cuff, and long enough to cover wrists. 

Body — The shirt front should lie flat, whether it is a regular 
box front with a pleat or a French-coat from without pleats. In a 
well-designed shirt, the body is tapered at the waist and to related 
to the neck and sleeve sac. A good shirt to long enough to stay 
tucked to and has a gusset at the tower edge where the side seams 
are joined 

Seams — Seams are straight and even, stitches short and 
straight. Seams in men's shuts are generally flat-felled. This double 
stitching adds strength. 

Buttonholes — Buttonholes should be made with dose, firm, 
nonfraytog stitches. There should be secure back-stitching across 
each end. All thread end should be on underside. The front but- 
tonholes should be placed exactly to the center of pleat 

Buttons — The buttons should be clear, smooth, bf unifornt 
thickness, with no chtoptog, discoloring, or dulling.

Collan— Points should match. 
Stitching— Should be clean and uniform to she. 
Buttonholes — Should be firm and clearly cut 
Pocket— Bar tacking should be placed correctly to hold pocket.

^Cancer Facte and Figures" booklet released today. 

K predicted that about 180,000 
parsons will be saved from cancer 
during 1964. "About 90,000 can 
car patients will probably die in 
1964 who might have been saved 
by earlier and better treatment," 
according to the booklet. 

The Society points out that un- 
der ideal conditions— early diag- 
nosis and prompt treatment— 
270,000 lives could be saved each 
year, or naif of those who devel- 
op cancer. Now only one out of 
three is being saved. 

"Cancer Facts and Figures" re- 
ports that there are more than 
1,200,000 Americans alive today 
who nave been cured of cancer. 
An additional 700,000 cancer pa- 
tients diagnosed and treated with- 
in the last five yean will live to 
enter the ranks of those who are 
eared.. The Society considers a 
cured cancer patient one who has 
been free of the disease five years 
aner treatment.

"This means," the Society's 
teotiet says, "there are actually 
1,900,000 Americans cured of 
cancer today, although 700,000 
will set formally be counted as 
cured until they have completed 
the five years." 

Currently, according to the So- 
ciety's estimates, there are about 
22,500 cancer patients between 
the ages of 16 and 44 who die of 
the dfsase each year, It is the 
leading cause of death among 
women aged 30 to 54. Almost 
half of all cancer deaths last year 
were among persons under 65. 

The Society predicts that there 
wul be about 540,000 new cancer 
cases in 1964. 

Tacts and figure" aays "there 
was a steady rise in the (age- 
adjusted) national death rate until 
1960" from cancer. Add 'sinee: 
1950 it hat leveled off. In .IMF, 
the number of cancer deaths per 
100,000 population was 112; in 
1940 it was 120; by I960, It had 
risen to 125; -and in 1960, the 
number was still 125. Except for 
lung-cancer, , afetdjusted cancer 
death rates In general are leveling 
and in some cases dropping off." 

More men than women died of 
cancer last year. This has been 
trute since 1949. The ratio in 1964 
is expected to be about 55 men 
to 46 women.

Softball Will 
Enlist Various 
Rec. Groups 



RICHMOND — Every Recrea- 
tion Department in Virginia will 
be invited to play a role this year 
in the Amateur Softball Associa- 
tion of America, parent organiza- 
tion of the Virginia Amateur Soft- 
ball Association. 

A circular, to be mailed to all 
Recreation Departments, will ask 
the Directors to affiliate with the 
national organization by register- 
ing all of the teams in their 
leagues, as well as all their um- 
pires, fc 

The team affiliation with ASA 
is only $3 and the umpire affili- 
ation is $5 per year. 

In addition to being affiliated 
with ASA, each team will re- 
ceive the Official 1964 Softball 
Guide (rulebook) and the monthly 
softball publication, "Balls & 
Strikes". The membership also 
will make it possible for teams to 
subscribe to ASA's insurance 
Plan, which many Virginia teams 
already have found very benefi- 
cial. 

The umpires (235 were regis- 
tered last year by Virginia ASA) 
will receive the rulebook, softball 
publications the ASA Insurance 
Plan (without extra charge) and 
the opportunity to officiate in 
ASA-govemed tournaments. , 

League teams that Join ASA, if 
interested in competing in a Vir- 
ginia ASA-sponsored tournament 
(there were 38 last year), will be 
eligible by paying the balance of 
the State registration fee — 922 for 
fast pitch and $12 for slow pitch. 

The registration of teams by 
leagues does NOT mean that Vir- 
ginia ASA will have jurisdiction 
over Recreation Department 
leagues. It is felt, however, that 
direct affiliation with ASA will 
add considerable prestige to the 
teams involved. 

The uniformity that exists today 
in softball rules can be traced to 
1933 when ASA was organized 
and conducted its first World 
Tournaments at Chicago.

PHEASANTS TO 
LICENSED BREEDERS 

raQHMOND — The Virginia 
Commission of Game awl Inland 
Fisheries is again making avail- 
able black-necked pheasant cocks 
to licenced game breeders in East- 
ern Virginia, according to Dennis 
Hart, Manager of the- Commis- 
sion's Cumberland Game Farm. 

These are the same Western 
Iranian birds which the Commis- 
sion has been using to produce 
ita hybrid pheasants which have 
done*so well in the Piedmont sec- 
tion of the state. The Commission 
is trying to encourage breaders to 
release these hybrids on shooting 
preserves in hope that those which 
escape wUl survive and reproduce. 
The thousands of pure ringnecks 
which now escape from these pre- 
serves each year are seldom seen 
again and thus contribute nothing 
to the wildlife potential. 

Since the blackneck is a slightly 
smaller bird than the ringneck, 
the resulting crosses are slightly 
smaller than the pure ringnecks. 
However, the blacknecks are di- 
rect descendants from wild stock 
and the hybrids are much wilder 
and sportier than many of the 
semi-domesticated ringnecks now 
being released on preserves. The 
crosses are quite adaptable to 
game farm technics and may be 
handled almost as easly as ring- 
necks. *■ 

Interested breeders may get 
further information from Dennis 
Hart, Cumberland Game Farm, 
Cumberland Court House, Vir- 
ginia. The Commission has pre- 
.pared an informational leaflet on 
the propogation of game birds 
which may be obtained free of 
charge by writing to Wildlife Pub- 
lications, Box 1642, Richmond, 
Virginia 23213.

With alacrity and complete 
dedication to his subject matter, 
Commander Smith discussed in 
a lecture and queation-and-enswer 
method such interesting terms as 
Sonar, Radar, Univac, Load Com- 
piler, Algol, Memory Cells, AGI 
FERT-type technique, Binary Sys- 
tem, Solid State 80 Central Proc- 
essor, Safe System, Surveillance 
System, Tactical Data System, and 
others, 

"This is a static center of learn- 
ing," Commander Smith stated, 
"here is taught the newest and 
most modern form of communica- 
tion and it is comparable in some 
ways to the progressive systems 
of arithmetic and mathematics 
now being taught in our public 
schools."

The State should look else- 
where and come up with a genera* tax, if 
necessary, but one industry should not be 
singled out such as the proposed legisla- 
tion would do in the case of automobiles 
and trucks.

City officials and Virginia Beach school 
officials^ are quite concerned over a pro- 
posal by the Virginia State Board of Edu- 
oitten that, if enacted, would deprive the 
y of Virginia Beach of some one million 
dollars each year for Its schools. 

City council voiced Its objection to the 

plan #t its meeting the past Monday, and a 

look Into the matter quickly bears out this 

ecften, In effect, it would take away the 

reaeon for the funds In the first place. 

The Federal funds in question were set 
up by the* Federal government for localities 
affected by the impact of people and chil- 
reated by me military Installations in 
3a. In pt**er words, the youngsters of 
y personnel as well civilians con- 
ted with these installations sweft an 
a*t tchool population to such an extent 
i« ftidef*! Governments appropriates 



funds to help these localities In a financial 
way. In essence the Federal Government 
creates the burden so it pays a share of the 
added cost of education. 

Now the State Board oi Education is pro- 
posing that two-thirds of the amount of 
federal funds provided to thete Impacted 
areas be deducted from the state appropri- 
ation. The Federal funds are paid to areas 
such as Virginia Beech because of the loss 
of taxes from federal properties. 

We cannot see any justification for such 
a proposal and trust that if the legislation 
does come to a vote in the General Assem- 
bly that it will be defeated. The areas re- 
ceiving these funds are entitled to the full 
amount and the State has no business in 
deducting any part of these Federal fundi 
from the state allocation.

The decision to launch a special 
class for trainable students was 
not sn easy one. Even with the 
city's efforts to keep abreast of 
the population explosion, class- 
rooms are still overcrowded. 
Teachers are faced with the task 
of adequately instructing 30 to 
40 children. Maybe more. All 
facilities are taxed beyond their 
capabilities. 

Classroom space was the first 
factor. It would be difficult to 
find a school that could afford one 
classroom for 12 students, the 
maximum acceptable number. 
Expense was another major fac- 
tor. The estimated annual cost of 
educating each child is $250. This 
figure would greatly increase with 
only 12 children in one classroom. 

The public schools already had 
12 special classes for educable 
children, those with intelligence 
quotients ranging between 51 and 
75, with enrollment nearing 200. 
These classes were successfully in- 
tegrated info the system to pre- 
pare the participants for the 
future responsibilities of making 
a living and running a household. 
Trainable students, whose IQs 
are between 30 and 50, will, in all 
probability, never face these re- 
sponsibilities. 

Administrators found i}» class- 
room at Trantwood Elementary 
School, which opened last Sep 
tember. Its estimated enrollment 
at that time waa about 600 so the 
principal, Mrs. Peggy Bryson, 
who had previously been the 
visiting. teacher and had worked 
with the special classes, asked for 
the trainable group. The school's 
enrollment is now nearing the 900 
mark. 

The class was formed. Mrs. V. 
Ella Handy, formerly associated 
with the Tidewater School for 
the Retarded, was employed as 
the teacher. Mrs. Shirley Dozier, 
a cashier in the school cafeteria, 
was obtained as driver of the sta- 
tion wagon that transports the 
children from all corners of the 
city. She drives over 100 miles a 
day for the one class. 

Now that the trainable class 
is about six months old, an inter- 
ested public might ask, is it 
worth it? If these students cannot 
be educated, of what use is school- 
ing and instruction? A verbal vttt 
to the classroom might provide an 
answer. 

The room is spacious and 
bright, equipped with groupings 
of desks and tables and chairs. 
The visual aid materials are. 
simple in design but the finished 
works reflect the accomplish- 
ments of the students. Six out of 
the group can write their name. 
Most can identify letters and num- 
bers up to 10. The coloring of 
early pictures was without con- 
trol but the more recent works 
show a definite improvement in 
coordination. These things will en- 
able the youngsters to entertain 
themselves. 

But most of their advancement 
has been socially rather man scho- 
lastically. In the beginning they 
were restless, some unruly, some 
almost violent. Today they have 
learned to play together. They 
are affectionate and keenly inter- 
ested in each other's welfare. 

Perhaps one of the most amaz- 
ing things- about the class has 
been Ms acceptance by the other 
students. Some of the higher 
classes asked Mrs. Handy to speak 
to them, to answer their ques- 
tions, an opportunity she wel- 
comed. As a registered nurse 
turned teacher, she was capable 
of answering such inquiries as: 
"why did this happpen and could 
it happen to me." With an under- 
standing such as this, the students 
soon became quite interested in 
the trainable group. Some of the 
sixth and seventh grade young- 
sters have volunteered to work 
with the special class before 
school. 

There is no doubt in the minds 
of those who launched, organized 
and maintained this class at to 
its success. It cannot be evaluated 
in scholastic achievement. This is 
not its purpose. J* can be evalu-

year-old boy who proudly writes 
his name.

But this has just been the first 
step. There is a waiting list for 
vacancies that may be left as a 
child is accepted at Lynchburg or 
other centers. This list will qon- 



ready looking ahead, planning 
more classes to meet the needs. 
Where the other classes will be 
located remains to be seen. Space 
gets more scarce as student en- 
rollment grows. But this experi- 
mental class has proven its worth 
and more wul come. As one edu- 
cator commented, "we will add 
other trainable classes. We wul 
have to." 
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LACK OF TEACHERS 
MAY HURT PROG 

GREAT NECK — The city's children at Trantwood Etementery 




school officials are making long 
range plans for' future special 
classes for both the educable and 
trainable children but a serious 
lack of qualified teachers may 
hinder this program. 

Only in recent years have col- 
leges offered courses in this spe- 
cialized training and the number 
of schools contributing to this 
field are still quite limited. 

Some of the teachers for 
13 Virginia Beach classes are n 
certified but are working on 
courses that will qualify them. 

But the qualifications for a 
teacher of retarded children goes 
far deeper man education. It re- 
quires interest, understanding, pa* 
ttence and a great deal of love 
and dedication. 

Teachers for these classes are 
never assigned by school adminis- 
trators. The positions go only lo 
those who request them or indi- 
cate an Interest in the program. 

"If an applicant requests a pri- 
mary grade, she would never be 
assigned to a special class," Visit- 
ing Teacher Miss Catherine 
Meeks said. "She must specify a 
previous training with retarded 
children or indicate an interest 
in working with them." 

The city's special education 
program comes under the jurisdic- 
tion of the visiting teacher. Miss 
Meeks assumed this position this 
year when Mrs. Peggy Bryson 
was named principal of Trant- 
wood Elementary School. 

Miss Meeks said that even 
though a teacher has taken such 
extra courses &s specialized read- 
ing, handicrafts and characterist- 
ics of retardation, she needs some 
experience with normal children. 

'We like to have teachers who 
have had at least one year in 
primary classes," she said. 

Mrs. V. Ella Handy is typical 
of the teachers of such classes. 
A visit to her class of trainable 



School offers immediate proof of 
the qualities the schools are seek- 
ing. She is patient and under- 
standing, even though the rote 
method of teaching requires hours 
of repetition 

She doesn't look for academic 
achievement in her students. She 
knows there can be very Utue, 
if any. Her greatest rewards come 
when a rebellious child suddenly 
finds companionship wth the 
children. Or a took of reali- 
face as she 5 
speaks. These are the tMngs she 
looks for and enjoys as accomp 
lishments. 

The classes are held from 
8:30 am. to 1 pm. but Mrs. 
Haody's nme far from tree 
when the children leave. She 
must use her knowledge and in- 
genuity io construct or promote 
projects that may help the stu- 
dents. Many hours are spent trac- 
ing or designing pictures to be 
colored, cutting small bits of pa- 
per to be used in mosaic work 
and many other similar handi- 
crafts. 

In the classroom she is mother, 
teacher and guardian angel. Seen 
child must be closely supervised 
and instructed. If they are gath- 
ered around a table fitting pus- 
sies or coloring, Mrs. Handy ho- 
vers over them offering words of 
encouragement and advice, if 
may are preparing for lunch, she 
gives each child his money or 
food and assists each in washing 
his hands. 

Regardless of what pitfafis or 
setbacks the day may bring, Mrs. 
Handy is never depre ssed or dis- 
couraged. Her rewards are too 
great for that 

*The only thirg mat ever "de- 
presses me is the lack of time to 
do all I can for these children," 
she said.

BOOK SUBJECT 



MADISON, Wis. — A new 
book, Abet Parker I^Aaw, Cesv* 
Mrrwtrve Virgkuan 1790.1844, 
has ben pulSned by the Stnte 
H-storical Society of Wiscons'm. 
The hook was written by Claude 
H. FWl, •waociate pressor of 
history at the Agriculture and 
hfcehanical University of Texas. 
A native Virginian, Dr. Hail re- 
ceived his B.A., M.A., and PhD. 
degrees from the University of 
Virginia. 

Upshur was one of the genera- 
tion of Virginia politicians, who 
followed Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison and Monroe, a genera- 
tion largely neglected by histor- 
ians and biographers. He defend- 
ed shivery and states* rights, at a 
time when the country generally 
was being converted to national- 
ism and a stern disapproval of 
slavery. Upshur became Secretary 
of Navy and then Secretory of 
&ate under President Tyier. He 
was killed in the explosion of the 
'•peacemaker" on the new war- 
ship "Princeton," on February 
28, 1844,,, 

The new book is an important 
addition to the Society's list of 
scholarly publications in the field 
of Wisconsin and American his- 
tory.

A soU test is also an aid in 
determining the amount and 
analysis of fertilizer to apply. 
Generally under our conditions, 
25 pound* of a 10-20-10 ferti- 
lizer per 1 .000 square feet or the 
equivalent has given excellent re- 
sulu. Plowing half of the ferti- 
liser down and discing the re- 
mainder into die sou during 
seedbed preparation to insure 
deep placement and distribution 
throughout the upper 5 to 6 
inches of soil is recommended. 

If phosphorus is low, a bask 
application of 15 to 20 pounds 
of 20% superphosphate or the 
equivalent plowed down in addi- 
tion to the regular fertilizer ap- 
plication may be beneficial par- 
ticularly to Muegrass. 

Fertilizer should be applied a 
week or two weeks ahead of seed- 
ing if possible to permit it to 
become better incorporated into 
the soil. 

Final F inishing

firm well prepared seedbed ii 
essential. Hand raking of the 
area to remove the smaller stones 
and leveling should foUew, This 
operation may have to be done 
several times to form a fine, Arm 
seedbed.

A grass mixture that will pro- 
duce good quality turf must con- 
sist of species that are compati- 
ble with each other. Also, the 
rates of seed tor each species 
must be in proportion to each 
other, * 

For example, there are ap- 
proximately 5,750,000 redtop 
seeds per pound, 2,250,000 Ken- 
tucky bluegrass seeds per pound, 
and only 500,000 tall fescue 
seeds per pound. It is therefore 
conceivable that a mixture con- 
taining % redtop. % btaagrass 
and % tall fescue would not be 
able to produce equal number of 
plants of each considered. 

The purpose of each species 
in the mixture must also be con- 
sidered. Kentucky 31 fescue is 
an example of a long lasting 
species type, and produces perm- 
anent turf. Redtop and ryegrass 
have only a relatively short life, 
but because of their fast and vig- 
orous growm, they. are Included 
in a mixture to give cover while 
the slower and permanent types 
develop. But, too great a popula- 
tion of these temporary glasses 
give undue competition to the 
permanent grasses. Here again is 
a reason why large amounts of 
temporary type grass seeds 
should not be included in a mix- 
ture. 

Methods of Seeding 
There are many mechanical 
seeders on the market today. 
Most will do a job of seeding, 
and the type of equipment se- 
lected will depend upon type of 
seed, condition of me seedbed 
and the area to be seeded. Seed- 
ers that only drop seed on the 
ground and do not cover it re- 
quire an additional operation to 
cover the seed. In small areas 
this is not too important aa it may 
be done by hand. On targe areas 

covers it U more desirable. A 
wltipack-seeder is one type that 
has given excellent results. With 
this type additional rolling or 
culti-packing to firm the seed in 
contact with the soH is not nec- 
essary. v 

The seeder should be cali- 
brated so mat one-half the rate 
of the seed may be applied in one 
direction, and die omei half ap- 
plied perpendicular to it. This is 
called split or cross seeding, A 
more uniform stand of grass wiH 
be obtained when using this 
method. 

If a culti-packer type seeder 
is not used the seed irjsst be cov- 
ered with a thin layer of soU.
